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I ims bom on 6A/95 in tho village of Kuptsa (l<Yru^ ) near the city of 
tfogHlev irbere we owned a house* I attended public aohool in Moglliev and 
then entered the Kiev CoBmercial QyasMixmKfJC0tM^ *C^ep^rikA^ %UU(H 
Iron fdiich I graduated in 1913* llhen the war broke out in l9lli^ my parents 
moved to Riga in the Pre-Qaltlo Krai^ while I entered the Kiev Officer* e 
School from which I graduated in 1915«, Xh the fall I was assigned to a re* 
serve cavalry regiment on the south-western front* In 1916 I was wounded 
near the olty of Qalats^ (ZWAM ) Ruoaniai and was taken as a prisoner to 
Turkey* X was rf^leased iikl9lB and starts honf^ mien I arrived in the city 
of Jassy^ ) Rumania, I net same Russian off icers 'vdio t^ nte that the 

Cruiser KImb was in Odessa and that the Cheka were on board shootinit every 
Russian off leer who caae aIong« They also told jqO'ihut ay parents had been 
killed by the Bolshoviks and their estate destroyed/ so that there was no 
longer as^ reason for oe to go to Russia* I entered the YThite Guards* 

) ^rny and fou^t against the Bolsheviks until peace was won*" 
olucM be^een the Bolsheviks and Poland in 1920* X was interned in Poland 
in the city of Kalltse (MAi4^4€) in 1921* Under the terns of the atreea^t 
of the Polish Military Cosasand with the Oemr^ Staff of the White Ouaida 
Ax^ concerning the sending of sdlitary divisions to the Ukraine to inciting 
the population to revolt against the B^heviks, it was decided to send 
. first 1000 men of which X was one* Our unit crossed the border near the city 
of SoXoebiok (H^UChiiaK ) destroyed two battalions of border Infantry at nl^t 
and went on In oxder to stop the sending of Bolshevik units on the front a* 
gainst the rebels* The staff decided to send a demolition squad to cut off 
the railrood posts and highways* The main task was to blow up the school for 
red military students in the city of Zhitomir )• Por the execution 

of this task it was suggested that one officer be asked to volunteer and X 
offered to undertake the task with the aid of 12 Cossack volunteers armed 
with ex|dU>a Ives, I set out with 2 Carts to do the job* On the way to ^Ito* 
odx X blew up 16 posts and went on tcfwarck Zhitomir, but we came to a woods 
through which there was no path the carts could travel^ so the mjor portion 
of: the Revolutiemary unit turned off In the dir^tion of Kiev and Kammetfti^ 
Fbdolsk^ )• About 60 kHometers short of ^Itoair, I 

stopped with my unit at the hut of a forester i^o was very anti-Bolshevik, 
and we decided to rest there* This forester obtained food from the neighboring 
village which the villagers gave willln(;Xy as this vllXjige was antl-Bolshevik* 
On the third day of our stay at the foresters, a peasant came to us and sald^ 
that a Bcishevik Caval^ Squadrem consisting of about ^ msmbers was octmpyliui: 
the village that day« I asked the peasants if they had good horses* Hb 
swat^ that it was ^e Squadron Shtaldart wh very beat 

hozwea* At that time the idea of dlsarmixig the squad^h and getting the 
horses occurred tO: me*8lttfG wo were all Gossaqk cavaXj:^ nexu I cxprefulXy 
thought out a plan, and decided to obtain some booso-Ade Xlqubr^ that is bone- . 
distilled vodka, for courage for the hicht expodition. Having decided this, 

I gave the forester ay own overcoat and sheepskin coat and he brought me 6 
bottles of vodka* Night fell, and drinking the vodka, we went to the village.

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G6oorted by the forester* It eas a dark nl^ht aad a satall snoiMtorm eas 
blowliig* We case to the village and woke up the peasant in the first hut 
«dio knew the position of the fiolsheviks very well* He undertook to lead us^ 
but the difficulty wae that according to our escort^ a patrol of three 
horsemen rode JUtroui'h the streets of the vUlage all:;ni^t* I thou^t .about 
what I shpuld^ and decided to put six of my people on either side of the 
etreet while I went down the street with one* We agreed that when I met the 
patrol we two would pretend to be very drunk and would ask for a cigarette* 
When the patrol lit a match they would be unable to see vy men approach from 
under the fence* The men would take the patrol off their horses* The plan 
worked and we destroyed the patrol* Then our escort led us from house to 
house where the Bolsheviks were quartered and we disarmed them all and led 
them Into Uie woods about 10 kUomeiers^ and ordered th^ to retura hone* 
Then I announced in the village that I could use as many volunteers aa I 
could mount on horse' back^ and so unit fr<m 12 to more than 6o 
members* 


Oh the way to Zhitosirf we stopped in the woods and 1 sent two men with 
. eqqploslves to blow up the school for red military students* While It was 
still dark they put packages of e^loslves under the comers of tiie building 
and Ignited them* But ^ because only part of the building cau^t fire they 
did not succeed in blowing up the carttidge supplies* Furthermore, there was 
a (military ?) post in front of the buildiug* 


From Zhitomir, I also went towards Kiev and came on a Cavalry Division 
of Kotovs kachlKofnajlZkANtl , and this Bolshevik Division followed me all the 
way to the Polish boiler* There was no way out but to return to Poland* 

One time at night on the way to the city of Ostrov we blew up a 

train called the CaptalnShlldt We returned to Ostrov^ 

Poland where we gave away the horses* The Poles sent us bsok to a camp in 
the city of Kalinin* In the fall of 1922, throsM^ the Latvian Consulate, X 
went to Latvia whom I established qysoK .in coi^ In 1926 1 opened a 
bakeshop, a candy shop and a sausage factory and lived happily until I 9 U 0 
when the Bolsheviks occuf>iod Latvia* I left for registration in Germany and 
settled in the city of Weltaar where I "rorked f or a firm which ioported fruit 
and vegetables* I worked there until 19hS, after the capitulation of Germany 
and the arrival in Thurigin of the Bolsheviks* Since I spoke Russian^ they 
amt me to the labor ftireau as a driver for the Soviet Ittlitary Adainistration* 
X worked th^ until July 191*7# Then they sent me, as a businessman, to the 
0*T*B*P*j that is the Division of Procurement of Conaral ^rchandiee (OfffaeiA 
ff\pf6sy£M ue the. official in charge of state purchases 

(7a7dlW(?6UfflC*^b)* ^ order end obtain for the people from S.B*A. 

as many products as possible for the stores called Gastronomes 
The. Soviets considered me one of them, and didn't know that I was uheir h- 
VDved enemy* In the course of my work in the S.K*A*, I helped many officers 
of the Soviet Ax*ny who were not satisfied with the Soviet regime and who, on 
seeing Ceraaay, were convinced that they bad lived better before the war and 
that all that the politruk had told them to the effect that in capitalist 
countries the people were slaves did not correspond to the truth, while at 
the same time, in Soviet ebuntrioB they were enslaved and worked for a State 
capitalism, that is for a sasnll hajo^ul of Communists* They did not agree 
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with this and decided to hroak away trom their slavery and see the world and 
the real democratic culture o£ toe West* The last one I sent was an o-triccu' 
froBi Leipzig who was an automobile specialist named Peter Df ATter that in 
Oct<^r 19ii6, I was arrested by the NKVD and X was in prison in Weimar Tor 
three months and the rest of the time In Leipzig at (hJidishche ) 

Street no« h2 in the central KK\rD in a cellar without ll^t and air* BeLow 
I desoribe the methods of arrest^ the type of question asked under arrest^ the 
prosiBeei and so forth* 


I was arrested In the fonowing way* In aae evening on about the 20th 
of October the Director of the store Gastronooe asked m6 to hand over all the 
ndva^e money taken by me to buy goods, as oh the following day there was 
going to be a commission from Berlin which would examine the affairs of the 
atore in great detail* X wrote a rej^ and bx*ougbt the cashleir the refining 
money and infonaed the head of the store. Then two Russian officers came in- 
to wy workroom and ahked me to go with them to talk In the street and I undexw 
stood at once that I was being arrested, I eoxild make no preparations as 
they would not leave me alono. When we went into the street a ear was standing 
there* We went into the car and drove to the NKVD and when X went Into the 
room they per es^rily ordered me to alt in the comer* 1 sat down and then 
they turned 2 large projector lights on me which pierced too with their sharp^ 
concentrated rays* The interrogator began acting as thou^ a bird had fallen 
into his hands. He said we all know, you can be sure, that you sent peter D* 
to the West, and we also know that you have done this before* You worked as 
our eneny and new we are considering threatening you with the lowest form of 
forced labor* But if you confess you will irecelve a litigation of your aenn- 
tc^e because of your confession and will receive a lesser punishment and 
fuirthenRore, if you refuse to talk and will not confess, wo will use other 
methods and then you will confess. We will put you In a prison cell and will c 
ids Ip you and will screw your legs slowly In all directions and then yon will 
confess. During all these threats I ap ted very indifferent and said nothing 
about Peter D, The interrogation last^ until morning and then ‘Uiey prepared 
to put me In the cell* It so happened that they led me to the cell but did 
not Inflict the threatened punishment on me, X was so tired that I lay down 
on the shelf in the wall(|ps there was no bed^ut about half an hour after I 
had fallen asleep they woke mo again and led me back to an interrogation 
with questions and threats of various tortures which lasted for about h hours* 
Then they again led me to the celL This ceremony p£ endless interrogations 
lasted tiiree days and throe nights and not once did they offer me food or 
drink* When they led me to the nekt to the last interrogation I categoric* 
tally* refused to answer the questions stating that I was extremely tired ftS»B 
lack of sleep, as I had hardl^r.^slept for three days and three nights, and 
had had nothing to eat* They’laughbd and said that now we ba*/e co!oe to the 
end because now I think that you will tell everything. If, however, you 
wonH tell, then we. shall treat you differently* I called, their other methods 
of laterrogation inhuman, barbaric and beastly, adding that such an atten- 
uation of the nerves was torturing a sleepless man and that a man so treated 
‘ rni^t say things that he himself didn't know. I said that thanks to wy 
health I had withheld until that time, and was airraid that ay nerves could not

undergo such a strain and I said that I would answer /es to all questions 
and then I said that fron that minute X would not answer^ and I did not answer 
anjr oT the questions asked me* '^hey then led b» back to the cell^ and no 
sooner had I fallen asleep then tbe^r aeain came to take me to the interro- 
gationj and when they could not arouse noj they poured cold water on me« 

Xhis woke as and they took me back to the interrogation, I didn't answer 
the questions and leaned agr head on sgr chest and kept silent* They contizsued 
for several hours and then threw mo back in the cell* I fell| and fell a— 
eleop and how long X slept I have no idea - I only remeober t^t I awoke be« 
cause I was hungry and felt that I had a high fever* I didn't know whether 
It was night or because there was no window in the cell through which 
daylight could come* 

lib^ cell was 1} meters wide and about $ meters long^ and contained only 
one wooden bench without a matress* I was dressed only in a summer outfit 
without an overcoat, and besides my underwear I was wearing only one sleeve* 
less shirt* They gave me only two thin^ worn out blankets* One I wore and 
t^e. other X concealed in the cell. There was no light except that over the 
doorway there was a hole in which there was a very weak electric light, 
colored red, which half illuminated the hermetically-sealed box whioh was ogr 
cell* Outside of this I bad no possessions. After the last questioi^g, 
they had given me a piece of bread washing approximately 200 grams end a Jug 
of warn water* Is X bad a fever 1 could not eat angrthing, althou^ I felt 
completely famiahed* SoBse time passed, perhaps 10,l5j or 20 hours* Thc(p 
they came and took me to the door, into the car, and X knew then that it was 
night. They took me to the city of Leipsig* There they began again, using 
the same methods. When I said that I had already been through the same ix^ 
terrogatlons in Weimar, they answered me that Weimar does it is way and we 
do it our way* And ^ey aeked me if I knew where X was now and although I 
knew that I was in Leipaig, I said that I didn't knemr^ Then they said it is 
better that you don't know, you dog^where you are buried, as you will never 
come out alive* At that I answered then by asking if I had fallen into the 
hands of bri^rands in the fora of Soviet officars* They explained that they 
xrere succesaful with people like me because they stood on the side of Soc*. 
iallsm.and Comrade Stalin said that no mercy must be shown to the enemies of 
soolslism, but that they zsust be destroyed and Ccsnsonlam built up, X pre- 
tended. to be a complete dope and asked for permission to express xayself 
freely and they gave me peraiesionl I stated that even ly 
■ which complotely eliminated the rights of ^or exBiqple, this 

l^ter didn't agree with such socialism at^ decided to finish his life by' 
ceoRiitting suicide or by going to the other, world, perhaps not the socialist, 
but the desDcratic idiere a man has human ri^^ts and freedom, that freedom he 
which he wanted* However, Peter endod by committing suicide soMBWhere and it 
now is Impossible to find him* Because of this a ccnopletely innocent man is 
being subjected to a severe trial, perhaps to his death and then they will 
find Peter's corpse* I asked if a law such as one's id)ich made me respon- 
sible was just? They didn't answer, only said that it was all very well to 
philosophise, and began the interrogation. They wrote down the proceedings 
and they also began the process of quest! Ana without sleep and in addition 
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Included one noir feature* After each interrogation they locked ae in one of 
the ropBO with a guard standing at the door a^ forced me to give a written 
account of all the questions put to me in the intorroiratlon* During 10 days 
I gave written accounts of lb interrogations and each time before beginning 
a new iatenoL:ation ther would ask ne the questions I had written and if bqt 
answer differed froa ay former one| even in one word^ they would reproach jw 
and say that Tenant 1 was guilty* After such repeated aockeries I refused to 
write aix^ statin^ that I had already written accounts lb times and that 

I woiadn't write any more* They called ao out a few more tiaes^ but I woul(t» 
n*t answer and wouldn't wrlte^ and finally they left me in peace* I sat In 
that cell until October 19Sd* Then one wonderful day they opened il» door 
to ne and said now you can go hoiie and tbero you will see* I ays^ could 
not believe ny eyes^ that I was already on the streets of Lelpslg, free* I 
was 80 excited that I couldn't stand and sat down on the steps as though at 
hooio. A post soldier drove ae off/ and told me to go away as soon as possible 
and as far as possible from there^ and I went away and returned bone to Weimar 
'^inking that I would rest and then leave the Zone as soon as possible* 

About 3 weeks later they arrested me again* This tiise it was not the 
Bolsheviks, but the Qeman organa of the State Slcherheitsdlenat* Thqy put 
ae back in the Weimar Kurtetrasse prison, in the sane oelX in which the SKVD 
bad put me* Just as the NKVD officers had interrogated me before, the Ger- 
mans interrogated me on the second day using the very same methods of ques- 
tioning* Then the HKVD questioned me again and the Germans again and I under- 
stood from these Interroi^atlons that they were cooparing the processes, to 
find out what an arrested man would say to the Russians and what he would 
say to the Q#^naans* If there were any differences they would at once corw 
clude that I was guilty and that I had worked under*-cover for the western aone* 

But they could not prove me guilty and kept me until *15 December and 
then freed me. On 22 January they arrested me again and accussed ac of working 
for the underground and wh«i the NKVD again interrogated me X said that they 
had come to an incorrect conclusion* They decided to destroy my strength 
and after the interrogation handed me over to the Stats Sicherhelta Dienst* 

I stated that a deadlock had been reached and that In protest I would say no- 
thing until they released me as not guilty, and that while under arrest I 
would not eat or write* Seven days tind nichts later they released me, but 
iixo police watched me and ny apartment constantly* On 2$ Februar^r, at dp- 
proximatoly 10 pm, the police rung, evidently wanting to arrest me again* I 
decided to escape through the window Into the courtyard* I- Jumped i^o the 
yard and ran to the station and went to Berlin* There I rcqported to the Po- 
litical ?hipration* I do not ktwfw what happened to ay wife up to this time 
and still don't know* If she was not arrested on my account, she must also 
come here to Berlin to ae* . I don' t know yet how I shall build ay life from 
now on* I hope that the just. Democratic world will help me* 
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
